Lo ngwo rth o f Ohio , 
bu t wo u ld 
pu t 
their o wn candidate fo r speaker in the 
field. 
Mo reo v er, this 
gro u p, which 
in­ 
clu des 
representativ es 
fro m 
No rth 
Dako ta, Minneso ta, 
New Yo rk 
and 
Illino is as well as tho se fro m Wisco n­ 
sin, declared in 
a fo rmal 
statement 
that it wo u ld co ntinu e 
to fight “the 
Mello n tax plan” and u rge real farm 
legislatio n. 
“The* farmers o f the co u nty want 
so mething mo re than an ex pressio n o f 
sy mpathy in a presidential message,” 
sand the statement, made pu blic 
by 
Jo hn M. Nelso n o f Wisco nsin, who was 
reelected chairman o f the insu rgent 
campaign. 
By pu tting in the field Representa­ 
tiv e Co o per, o f Wisco nsin, as their 
candidate fo r speaker, the insu rgents, 
u nder the pro gram o f so me Repu bli- 
• can. leaders, wo u ld lo se all o f their 
co mmittee chairmanships and rank ­ 
ing places. 
They wo u ld be treated 
in co mmittee assignments as tho mem­ 
bers o f a third party , 
said the statement, 
made pu blic by 
sio n last March, the senate faces no 
serio u s co ntest o v er any o ffices, and 
Repu blican leaders there hav e decided 
to deter actio n 
with respect 
to the 
treatment to be acco rded to Senato r 
LaFo llette o f Wisco nsin u ntil he him­ 
self has indicated whether he desires 
the majo rity 
to assign 
him 
to the 
standing co mmittees. 
The qu estio n o f the party regu lar­ 
ity o f Gerald P. Ny e, senato r-desig­ 
nate fro m No rth Dako ta, 
has 
been 
raised by the state Repu blican cen­ 
tral co mmittee o f No rth Dako ta, bu t 
that issu e necessarily mu st go o v er 
u ntil the senate has passed u po n his 
right to a seat as the appo intee o f 
Go v erno r So rlie. 
The differences between the Repu b­ 
lican leaders and the insu rgents hav e 
assu med greater pro po rtio ns than 
ex ­ 
p ected and u ndo u btedly will add to the 
difficu lties which the majo rity party 
faces in the effo rt 
to carry 
thru a 
legislativ e pro gram in the two ho u ses. 
The Repu blicans hav e a v ery clear- 
cu t majo rity in the ho u se, bu t no t in 
the sena te, where sev eral Repu blican 
sena to rs fro m western states no t in­ 
frequently o ppo se 
administratio n o r 
pa rty measu res and po licies. 
Besides the tax bill which the ho u se 
insurg ents no w declare they will o p­ 
po se, there will be many matters o f 
co ntro v ersy . 
These will inclu de air 
serv ice leg isla tio n, 
the co al situ atio n, 
fa rm relief measu res, Mu scle Sho als 
and ra ilro a d legislatio n. 
Reo rg a niza tio n 
o f the insu rgents o f 
the ho use came after the co nference 
o f the Wisco nsin Repu blican delega­ 
tio n, at which the decisio n was taken 
to place Co o per in the field fo r speak­ 
er. 
Besides the 10 Wisco nsin Repu b­ 
licans, 
the 
insu rgent 
o rganizatio n 
nu mbered la st sessio n abo u t six mem­ 
bers. 
The ex act nu mber present was 
no t made kno wn. 
It included, ho w­ 


ev er, Representativ es Sinclair, Repu b­ 
lican, No rth Dako ta; Wefald, Farmer- 
Labo r, Minneso ta and La Gu ardia, So ­ 
cialist, New Yo rk. 
In a fo rmal statement fo r the Wis­ 
co nsin 
delegatio n, 
which was 
in­ 
do rsed by the fu ll gro u p o f insu rgents 
Representativ e Frear said this dele-: 
gatio n fo u nd 
itself “challenged 
by 
tho se assu ming to be in co ntro l o f the 
Repu blican party by threats and in­ 
timidatio n o n the o ne hand, and by the 
o ffer o f party reco gnitio n with its fa­ 
v o rs and patro nage o n the o ther.” 
“We refu se to co mpro mise,” he co n 
tinu ed “o r to bargain with Lo ngwo rth 
o r with any o ther 
member 
o f the 
ho u se o n an issu e affecting o u r rights 
as representativ es in co ngress to v o te 
o u r co nv ictio ns o f du ty to o u r 
co n- 1 
stitu ents u nder o u r o fficial o aths. 
“Under the circu mstances we can 
no t v o te fo r Lo ngwo rth fo r speaker. 
Neither flattery no r su ggestio ns co n­ 
cerning co mmittee assignments, no r 
threats will cau se the Misco nsin dele-! 
gatio n in the ho u se to dev iate fro m! 
su ch co u rse o f actio n as, in its ju dg- j 
ment, the pu blic interest seems to re- i 
qu ire.”
